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Editorial 


Be Ever Alert 


Several weeks ago if you watched Channel 5 on TV at 9:00 p.m. Saturday, 
you would have heard a debate on the question of fluoridation of the com- 
munal water supplies between the Mayors of Atlanta, Georgia and Grand 
Rapids, Michigan. The Mayor of Atlanta opposed fluoridation and the Mayor 
of Grand Rapids supported it. The best that could be said for the performance 
was that it was a verbal brawl, not a debate. At 9:30, following this presenta- 
tion and on the same channel, Dr. James N. Lynch, President of the Chicago 
Dental Society, Dr. John Bergmann, Chief of Dental Services for the Chicago 
Board of Health, and Mrs. D. Ann Sparmacher, Executive Secretary of the 
Chicago Council on Community Nursing, appeared, not to debate, but to 
give a report on fluoridation in the Chicagoland area. Their presentation was 
extremely well-done, most informative and very dignified. The effectiveness 
of the study made in Evanston was presented in a forthright manner along 
with other pertinent facts on the value of fluoridation of community water 
supplies. The case for fluoridation was presented in a fine manner. 

On Saturday evening, March 11th, there appeared on the same TV channel 
Mrs. Alice Shuringa, Mr. Kirkpatrick Dilling and Dr. Frederick Exner to 
express the anti-fluoridation viewpoint. We have no quarrel with their right 
to appear to express their views but such an appearance granted on the basis 
of “equal time” when founded on a request by only six letters and at a very 
choice time for telecasting would seem to be stretching a point. In our opinion 
the best interests of the public are not served when so few persons are given 
an opportunity to destroy that which was established by fact and approved 
by those entrusted with the health of the people. 

It is our considered judgment that an honest discussion of any problem is 
good but many of the supposed facts presented on March 11 were not exactly 
that. On checking the statement that the fluoride content of the Chicago 
water supply varied considerably with the Department of Health, we found 
these to be the facts. On the south side, where the supply comes from the 79th 
Street pumping and filtration plant, the fluoride content remained stable at 
I part to a 1,000,000 parts of water. On the north side, where the water is 
pumped over a much greater distance and when the water has high turbidity, 
it has been found that the content of fluorides has varied from .8 to 1.2 parts 
to the 1,000,000 parts of water but never to exceed the higher figure. This 
content has been found to be clinically safe. 

There was a further statement that 1 part per million of fluoride caused 
tooth enamel to be noticeably mottled. The pictures shown on television 
which indicated mottling were those taken where the content was from 2 
to 8 parts to the million of water but it left the impression they were the result 
of a water supply fluoridated with 1 part to the million. 

There was also the statement that the death rate had increased measurably 
in areas where fluoridation was introduced since 1950. This is certainly not 
so in fact and secondly we have had fluoridated water only since 1956. 

Of course there was the cry of mass medication. Enough said on that score. 
Certainly when the American Medical Association, the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, the U. S. Public Health Service, the American Association of Water 
Works Engineers and many other equally reputable scientific agencies have

found through numerous studies that fluorides in the ratio of 1 part to the 
million of water are safe, that it has produced a reduction in caries of 40 to 
6o per cent in children who drink fluoridated water from birth, it is a worthy 
health measure and the greatest step in our fight against cee decay in 


recent years. 


We urge and hope that every one of us will refresh his memory on the facts 
of fluoridation and then pass them on to his patients and answer any questions 
they might ask.
